Miss Charity Laubender, %4 years old, of 
Masillon, O., jumped from a second-story 
front ‘window. Her back was sprained and 
she received severe bruises. 

Mise Ella Rock, % years old, of Michi- 
gan, was badly burned in running down the 
stairs from the third floor. ‘

jumped from a third-story front window. 
She sustained only a sprained ankle.

The attention of the Board of Police Commission- 
ere and of Chief of Police Kiely is called to these facts: 

Gambling on horse races through the medium 
of hand. books, of which the telephone is an almost 
necessary instrument, is widespread in St. Louis, 

There are about 250 “handbooks”’ and branches in 


St. Louis; against the‘law. 
There are about 10,000 persons gambling in the 


handbooks. 
The handbooks wreck—how many?—homes each 


year. | \s 


A handbook is the opposite of the poolrn: m. 

It usually is conducted as an adjunc tto a barroom, .a cigar store, a laundry or 
barber shop, or in.a so-called club, where gambling is conducted. In the handbook 
the names of the horses and the odds aré not displayed on @w biackboard. 

On the bookmaker’s desk or counter lies a copy of a published racing 
sheet" with the names of the horses, the odds and other fmformation. 

The better simply puts up his money and names the horse he desires to bet on. 

The handbook maker takes the money, writes the name of the horse,’ the number 
of the race and track and the . identification mark of the player, which is generally 
eabalistic, such as “Arrow,” “Indigo” oF what not. 

By this means betting on the races in St. Louls has been reduced to the simplest 
of propositions. 

The game is spread over the city like @ blanket, offering opportunities to boys, 
women and business men who do not desire their penchant for gambling to be known. 

Followers of the turf say the handboo§ business has become so systematized 
that big operators have solicitors who £0 through downtown buildings collecting mon- 
ey and betting !t for-confirmed betters. . 

Others receive bets over the telephone—-the money having been sent in advance— 
without ever seeing the better. 

The bettor collects by sending for his money—if he wins—giving the name or sign

These paintings are seemingly ai! ruined. 
Two of thém are burrfed, and water, smoke 
and dirt, it ie feared, have damaged the 
others beyond repair. 

The pictures were appraised by customs 
etficiale at $76,000 and were, at one time, 
imgured for $30,000; their artistic value is 
 (nestimadble, as it is. doubtful whether those 

which are badly damaged can be restored. 

The pietures, which have been on exhi- 
tidén at the- Quo Vadis concession on the 
Pike for the greater part of the summer, 
were removed from the walls Friday night 
antl packed in boxes for shipment, and 
were left in the Quo Vadis building to be 
removed Saturday. 

The Gtyka, canvases were seen by thou- 
sands of visitors to the World's Fair. The 
- most noted of them, from the popular 
view point, was that of Ursus defeating 
the wild bull in the arena, while perhaps 
the best, from an artistic point of view, 
wes St.. Peter preaching in the catacombs. 
Others of the most popular were the burn- 
ing of Rome, Vinicius and Lyzia in Linus’ 
garden, and the wild beasts in the circus. 
The canvasses were notable for their 
strong coloring ® and their treatment of 
vtrong lights-and shadows, aswell as for 
the ‘heroic nature of ‘their subject.

An idea of the profitable nature of the 
‘business for the handbook maker may be 
gained from the fact that the big down 
town operators pay from 8 to 12 per cent 
commissions on all businese turned over 
to -them. 

Gamblers say the business has developec 
enormously in late years, and thousands of 
people now play in the handbooks who 
would not visit a poolroom. 

Most of the persons who support the 
handbooks could not for Dusiness reasoner 
afford to be seen in poolrooms. *But wher 
a handbook is to be found in the cigar 
store one patronizes, or even in the place 
where one eats his midday lunch, the ma t- 
ter is different.

“easy money.”’ In other words, the play-

This is Saturday and Sunday 
Hospital Day tn St, Louls, when 
collections are taken for the bene- 
fit of the sick poor in the city’s 
hospitals. Boxes for the receipt 
of gifts are to be found in all 
downtown office buildings, stores, 
hotels, theaters and similar places, 
and everybody is asked te con- 
tribute, 

tly | 

The annual collection of the Hospital 
Saturday and Sunday Association is being 
taken up today in hotels, office buildings 
and other public places by matrons and 
maids of prominent St. Louls families. 

For every contribution received, they pin 
a yellow badge of the association on the 
coat la pel of the contributor, which renders 
him immune from further solicitation. 

The collections began at 9 o'clock. and 
from that hour every man who entered an 
office building or hotel was ‘“‘tackled” by 
one of the fair charity solicitors. In almost 
every instance the man ‘“‘tackled” capitn- 
lated without argument. 

A few strangers to the 
and talked the matter over with the 
young ladies, but e conversation on the 
Subject usually resulted in a larger contri- 
bution. 

The young ladies. accepted contributions 
of any size. “Give what you like,” they 
would announee in sponse to questions 
concerning the cost of the badge. 

Mrs. Festus J. Wade and the Misses I.u- 
cille Campbell, Mary Marshall. Margaret 
Hilby and Mrs. J. H. Carroll probably re- 
céived more §-cent contributions during the 
morning ‘than any other group of collec- 
tors. They were stationed in the Rlalto 
building. Pres. David R. Francis. who is 
president of the Hospital Saturday and 
Sunday Association, appeared there about 
ll o'clock with the right hand pocket of 
his famiNar long, tan overcoat bulging 
with nickels. 

Calling a group of newsboys, 
each a nickel in turn and told 
“take it to the ladtes.’’ 

They did as Girected, each receiving a 
badge in return. Soon the news that “Gov. 
Frarcls is giving away nickels" spread 
through ‘the streets, and dozens other 
newsbovs appeared. 

(70v. Francis seemed to have an inex- 
haustible supply of nickels, for he kept 
handing them out to all new-comers. Tle 
would give them out carefully, however. 
and see that each boy took the nickel ‘‘to 
the lady”’ and received his badge. 

One boy asked for a nickel 
brother,’’ but Gov. Franels told 
bring his brother to the front and 
him to receive the coin in person.

She be- 
gain by selling badges to Manager Wezsver 
and his wife as they stepped out of the 
elevator, and lost no opportunity to con- 
tinue the good work during the morning. 

At the Jefferson hotel Manager Lyman 
T. Hay provided a special refreshment table 
in the retunda for the convenience of the 
ladies assigned to that hotel. 

The young ladies at each station seemed 
to.enjoy the work.exceedingly. but the 
young ‘ladies in the Commercial nuilding 
had the most novel adjunct to their ef- 
forts. 

The manager of that building employed 
a quartette of negro jubilee singers to fur- 
nish melody. This served to attarct many 
men to the vicinity and each one was 
promptly “held up. 

From the enthusiasm with which the 
young ladies are carry!ng on their efforts. 
it is expected that. the amount collected 
will exceed that of last year. The total 
in 18 was $11,404.92. The largest individuas 
amount collected last vear was $8819.90 at 
the Security building.

HIGHER SALARIES 
0 BE VOTED UPON 


Council Passes Bill Proposing In- 
crease of Pay to Many 
City Officials. 


The bill for the proposed charter amend- 
ments to incréase municipal salaries to the 
aggregate extent of approximately $136,000 
u& year, parsed the City Council Friday, 
with the provision that it be submitted to 
the voters at the spring election of 16, 
together with the $9.000,000 bond issue bill. 
A three-fifths’ vote will be required to make 
the necessary charter amendments to grant 
the increases provided for. 
The bfl was introduced several montlis 
ago by Councilman Markham who spoke 
Friday night before the Council in favor of 
its passage, saying that while the muncipal 
payroll would be increased $135,000 a year, 
much good would result to the city. Mr. 
Markham said many of the city’s officers 
were being. underpaid, and that an increase 
of salary would cause more efficient work. 
The salaries named in the bill, Mr. Mark- 
ham said, could not go into effect until the 
succeeding term after the adoption of the 
amendment. 
Aside fram the definite increases name! 
below, the bill provides that no s#lary in 
other department shall exceed $5000 a 
vear; that no assistant or deputy shall re- 
ceive more than $300 a year, and salaries of 
clerks are limited to $1800. The bfll pro- 
poses the following definite increases:

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RENTS IN ST. LOUIS. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 


Your correspondent, in issue of Dec. 1, is correct. As a 
traveling man I know no place where real estate rapacity is 
s0 painfully evident as here. That is not confined to the 
World's Fair. period, either. Some few years ago I wished to 
locate here, and even then a steam-heated flat was entirely 
out of my reach. 

I went to Chicago, where in one of the most desirable 
suburbs I secured a six-room flat, every.room light, steam- 
heated, stationary gas range, hot. and cold water every hour 
of the day and night, laundry in the basement, as well as 
a store-room for each tenant and janitor service. The total 
cost was $25, though we were eventually raised to $27.50 on 
account of advance in coal. 

Have looked around again for, on account of my territory, 
it would be more central for me to be in St. Louis. I have 
seen flats that do mot compare with the one I speak of for 
which they ask $65 and $70 per month. That is the reason 
that Chicago has a population of 2,250,000. 

The ground values are fully as high or higher than in St. 
Louis, Labor is even better paid and I would like to know 
on what.pretext they ask such exorbitant rents? I know 
‘New York City in that respect has flats that are if any- 
thing better and cheaper than those in Chicago. 

I know a number of others who would, on account of their 
territory, locate here if they could get -reasonable rents and 
go00d accommodations. E. C. 8.

teen years a resident within the United States.” The Stand- 
ard Dictionary says: “Natural born—Born in allegiance—a 
eftizen by birth.” The term natural born_is legally defined 
by Blackstone (Com. 1—X.) as follows: ‘Natural- sub- 
jects are such ak are born within the dominions of the crown 
of England; that is, within the allegiance, or, as it Is gen- 
erally called, the allegiance of the King.” The Supreme 
Court of the United States has held that a Chinaman born 
in this country is matural born, and,. therefore not subject 
to the provisions of the exclusion act.

Laquida- 
tion by bulls was enormous and with tne 
sales by bears made such a volume of 
offerings jeunes for sale that the price 
broke 62@66 points below yesterday's close. 

The market opened weak as cables report- 
ed deciines of*3 points in futures and 9 
points in spots at Liverpool. Week-end 
statistics were considered bearish as in- 
dicating a big crop and larger supplies than 
demands could make an impression for 
some time. Buying to even up before the 
bureau report was issued rallicd the mar- 
ket, but when that report made public 
nearly every one began eéeliing. So great 
was the pressure that prices broke almost 
uninterruptedly to the close which at bot- 
tom rates for the day.
